At  a  meeting  of  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Norfolk,  held  at  Dedham,  the  shire  town  of 
said  county,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven. 

The  said  Commissioners,  assembled  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  the  twenty-first  Article  of  Amendment  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  hereby  divide  said  County  of  Norfolk,  excluding  therefrom 
the  town  of  Cohasset,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  laws,  into  representative  districts  of 
contiguous  territory,  so  as  to  apportion  the  representation  assigned  to  said  county  (said  town  excluded)  equally  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  according  to  the  relative  number  of  legal  voters  in  the  several  districts  of  said  county,  saving  and 
excepting  that  in  the  formation  of  said  districts  and  for  this  purpose  said  town  of  Cohasset  has  not  been  considered 
a  part  of  said  county;  said  districts  being  so  formed  that  no  town  or  ward  of  a  city  hath  been  divided  therefor,  and 
no  district  so  made  is  entitled  to  elect  more  than  three  representatives. 

And  said  Commissioners,  at  said  meeting,  have  also  numbered  said  districts,  and  a  description  of  each,  with  the 
numbers  thereof,  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  therein,  is  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Said  districts  shall  be  as  follows,,  to  wit:  — 

No  1.  The  town  of  Dedham  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representative  District  Number  One 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative ;  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  ten  hundred  and 
twenty-seven. 

No.  2.  The  town  of  West  Roxbury  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representative  District  Number 
two,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative;  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  eio-ht 
hundred  and  fifty-seven.  ° 

No.  3.  The  town  of  Brookline  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representative  District  Number 
Ihree,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative  ;  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  six  hundred 
and  thirty-six. 

No.  4.  The  city  of  Roxbury  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representative  District  Number  Four 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  three  representatives  ;  and  the  number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  twenty-seven 
hundred  and  twenty-five.

The  towns  of  Canton,  Milton,  Walpole  and  Sharon  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called 
Representative  District  Number  Eleven,  and  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  two  representatives;  and  the 
number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  sixteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

No.  12.  The  towns  of  Foxborough,  Wrentham  and  Medway  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called 
Representative  District  Number  Twelve,  and  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  two  representatives :  and  the 
number  of  legal  voters  in  said  district  is  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

No.  13.  The  towns  of  Franklin  and  Bellingham,  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representative 
District  Number  Thirteen,  and  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative:  and  the  number  of  legal 
voters  in  said  district  is  seven  hundred  and  fifty. 

No.  14.  The  towns  of  Needham,  Medfield  and  Dover,  shall  constitute  one  district,  and  be  called  Representa- 
tive District  Number  Fourteen,  and  said  district  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  one  representative  ;  and  the  number  of 
legal  voters  in  said  district  is  seven  hundred  and  eighty  five. 


And  the  Commissioners  aforesaid,  at  the  meeting  aforesaid,  have  designated  and  appointed  a  place  in  even- 
representative  district,  containing  more  than  one  town  or  city,  or  wards  of  more  than  one  city,  at  which  the  clerks 
of  said  towns  and  cities  or  wards  of  cities,  shall  assemble,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  results  of  elections ; 
and  the  places  so  designated  are  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Clerks  of  the  towns  of  Canton,  Milton,  Walpole  and  Sharon,  which  constitute  District  Number  Eleven, 
shall  assemble  for  said  purposes  at  the  Town  House  in  Canton,  in  said  district. 

The  Clerks  of  the  towns  of  Foxborough,  Wrentham  and  Medway,  which  constitute  District  Number  Twelve, 
shall  assemble  for  said  purposes,  at  the  Vestry  of  the  Centre  Meeting  House,  in  Wrentham,  in  said  district,  (being 
the  Vestry  in  which  the  town  meetings  have  been  holden.) 

The  clerks  of  the  towns  of  Franklin  and  Bellingham,  which  constitute  District  Number  Thirteen,  shall 
assemble  for  said  purposes  at  the  Town  House  in  Franklin,  in  said  district. 

The  clerks  of  the  towns  of  Needham,  Medfield  and  Dover,  which  constitute  District  Number  Fourteen,  shall 
assemble  for  said  purposes  at  the  roorru/in  the  Unitarian  Meeting  House  at  Dover  Centre,  (being  the  room  in  which
